Tho repprt says that the federal 


gunboat Vera Cruz is still up the river at the railway bridge. 
Admiral 


Mayo further reported that the federal troops blew' up the barracks liefore 


retiring. 
By 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon, he said, firing had practically 
ceased. 


Secretary Daniels has given Admiral Mayo full power to send Ameri­ 
can warships back up the river to Tampico if in his judgment the condi­ 
tions so warrant. 
Captains of the federal gunboats Bravo and Zaragoza 


have asked Admiral Mayo for an interview, and he proposed to receive 
them on board the Connecticut, his flag ship. 


With the transfer of Tampico from the federalists to the constitution­ 


alists, President Wilson feels it will now he possible for the oil interests 
to be protected. 
Practically all the men operating American oil properties, 


as well as the German and English properties have been driven out by tho 
fighting. 
The Washington officials do not expect any objection by the consti­ 
tutionalists to American ships occupying positions in the river.

Tampieo, Mexico, May It.—Tho Mexican federal troops under com­ 
mand of Gen. Ignacio Zaragoza have evacuated 
the city, leaving many 
wounded behind them. 
The constitutionalists, under Gen. Pablo Gonzales and ?Jen. Luis Ca­ 
balleros, with 7,0^0 men, eir.eied Tampico as the federals abandoned the 
city. 
For five days the fghting has been most severe and many have been 
killed and wounded on both sides. 
Casualties are believed to be as great 
as during the fighting which preceded the defeat of the federals by Gen. 
Francisco Villa at Torreon. 
Gen. Gonzales and Gen. Caballeros have announced that there will be 
no looting by constitutionalist soldiers and that looters w ill be shot. 
The Mexican gunboats Zaragoza, Vera Cruz and Bravo steamed down 
the Panuco river early Wednesday morning. 
Their 
commanders 
asked 
Rear Admiral Henry T. Mayo if they would be allowed to put to sea. 
Rear Admiral Mayo replied that the Mexico gunboats would be kept un­ 
der close observation. 
Soon after the message was received the three gunboats crossed the 
bar of the Panuco river and anchored near the American warships. 
Rear Admiral Mayo has detailed vessels

should they leave their present position. 
The retreat of the Bravo, the Vera Cruz and the Zaragoza from Tam­ 
pico was the signal for the evacuation of that city by the federals and 
meant the withdrawal of Gen. Zaragoza’s chief support, as they have di­ 
rect et! against the rebel positions the strongest and 
most effective fire 
that hay characterized the battle of Tampico. 
In order to keep the gun Vina ts from being captured or sunk by the 
rebels, however, it was necessary for their commanders to put to sea. The 
narrowness of the Panuco river above and below Tampico would have 
made it easy for the rebels to have brought up their large guns and di­ 
rected such a fire against ihe gunboats as to sink them. 
The fighting Wednesday forenoon, when the Zaragoza, the Vera Cruz 
and the Bravo were steaming down the Panuco river, was the heaviest 
which has occurred during the battle. 
As the rebels advanced toward 
the center of the oitv the federels retreated, fighting every step of the 
way. The sound of rifle fire was terrific and was punctured at frequent 
intervals by the roar of cannoli from both sides. 
The force under command of Gen. Zaragoza numbered about. 5,OJO men. 
Gen. Cornoa and Gen. Aguilar were with Gen. Zaragoza during the 
past several days* fighting and evacuated the city with him Wednesday. 
The federals entrained at the railway station anil left Tampico for 
the south, going in the direction of San Luis Potosi.

Columbia, Mo.. May 14.—Studies at 
the Missouri agricultural experiment 
station warrant the following recom­ 
mendations in regard to the care and 
feeding of young chicks: 


During the first two days of the 
chick’s life it should rest and be kept 
vat rn. 
11 is better without having 
food until it is forty-eight hours old. 
Then the following mixture should be 
fed in dry litter and also in a shallow 
tray: 
Three 
parts 
finely cracked 
wheat, three parts 
finely 
cracked 
corn, one part steel cut oats. 
Keep 
some of this iii the litter all the time. 
(’hicks 
should 
have access to a 
clean drinking fountain, which should 
be so constructed that they cannot 
get themselves wet. 
It is also desir­ 
able to give them access to sour skim 
milk or buttermilk. 
Twice daily the 
chicks should receive rolled oats or 
the following mixture : Three parts 
bread crumbs, three part? corn bread, 
one part boiled egg. 
This mixture 
may tie fed dry or it may be morselled 
with sour milk. A very small amount 
of charcoal and finely cut green food 
should also be fed. 
Continue 
the 
mixture 
of wheat 
corn and oats until the chicks arc 
four weeks old, changing gradually 
from the finer to more coarsely ground 
feed. 
Keep the following mixture in 
a box where chicks may run to it at 
all times: 
Thirty parts wheat bran. 
JO parts corn meal, 30 parts wheat 
middlings, IO parts beef scfajT, sifted 
fine, and one part. bone mea?.* 
Keep fine charcoal and grit where 
chicks may have free access to it. 
Feed four times daily. 
Continue the 
green feed and give the chicks milk. 
It may lie advisable to feed a wet 
mash once a day at, 4 p. rn. Feed onli 
what the chicks will eat up clean be­ 
fore going to roost. 
Change gradu­ 
ally from chick food to cracked corn 
and wheat, iii litter as a scratch food 
and should also have access to a dry 
mash in a hopper where they can 
help themselves. 
Raise chickens with the simplest 
rations possible. 
Clean 
food, 
con­ 
sisting of cracked and ground grain: 
animal food, such as sour milk, but 
termilk, commercial meat scrap and 
bone meal, clean water, amenty of 
shade, comfortable and dry quarters, 
freedom from lice and access to clean 
fresh earth are essentials for success­ 
ful brooding. 


Controlling the Chinch Bug. 
The past winter and spring have 
been favorable for the chinch bug 
and it is now at work in wheat, oats, 
rye and other crops in great num­ 
bers and we may expect even greater 
damage in some sections than oc­ 
curred last summer. 
The habits of 
the chinch bug are well known and 
economic methods 
of 
control 
are 
within 
the 
reach of every farmer. 
We know right now every move the 
pest will make during the summer, 
•and if proper methods of control are 
followed, 
it 
can be so completely 
stamped out that next year it will be 
difficult to find a single c h in c h in g . 
Are we willing to make the effort? ' 
Co-operation is the keynote to suc­ 
cess in the control of this or similar 
pests. 
Any infested community can 
protect itself if all will help, but any 
single farmer is practically helpless. 
Tho Missouri College of Agriculture 
suggests that each infested commu­ 
nity form a chinch 
bug 
campaign 
committee of farmers, bankers, mer­ 
chants and others to fight the pest 
and to see that everybody helps. 
A 
supply of tar, road oil, crude carbolic 
acid or creosote should be obtained 
so as to have it ready for use when 
the campaign starts. 
Nothing can 
be done to destroy the chinch bugs 
which are now at work in the wheat 
fields unless it be to plow the wheat 
under and work the land thoroughly 
so as to crush the insects. 
Ti e time 
for real effective work is immediately 
after the wheat is cut. 
At that, time 
a line of any of the chemicals men­ 
tioned should 1>© run around each 
wheat, field. 
This will act as a bar­ 
rier and will keep all of the chinch 
hugs in the wheat field, where they 
will die for want of green plants to 


live upon. 
Instead of the chemical bai rier, it 
is possible to do effective v ork by 
running a dust barrier around wheat 
fields, but this takes more care and 
in rainy weather the bugs will cross 
it. 
Cowpeas or other legume? should 
be grown in fields adjoining wheat 
fields. 
These crops are not attacked 


by chinch bugs. 
Even where this is 
done the barrier should be used, as 
the bugs will ofen migrate long vlis- 
iances. 
The Missouri College of Agriculture 
will try to give assistance in organiz­ 
ing community campaigns and in giv­ 
ing detailed information in regard to 
methods of control.

‘rots” due to the embryo decaying. 
XII these losses could be avoided by’ 
keeping roosters out of the flocks, 
inis having only infertile eggs pro- 
luced.
